DISCUSSED AT S.C.A. 



(fontlniir.il from p.ign '.nei 
In aiiproachitig international prob- 
lems uf today It Is becoming more and 
more ncccaaary to approach them from 
the point of view of the native of the 
rnimiry. It Is of no value to try lo ur.- 
ilerBlanil the probbrins of a i.ountry ob- 
jectively from a white man's view- 
point. Consequently the study books 
which will be used have been prepared 
by natlvea of tho countries concerned, 
and these countries will be Interpreted 
at tlio convention by natives o£ the 
countries. 

Miss Crutchfleld raised two of the 
questions which are vital to the prob- 
lem and which are to be discussed at 
the rnnforcnce. The first question is 
as to the necessity, or the good taste 
of carrying Chriatlanlty to nations that 
already have a cultural development of 
their own. In answer to this she read 
11 selection fr^m the writlnga ef o 
native of one of these countries in 
which he staled that as he found 
Chri.'liaiiity it contained anything that 
Confucianism. Buddhism or Hinduism 
had of value, and was more vital than 
any of them. The natives themselves 
have appealed for th-? piv^pcl to be c.\r- 
rled to them. The other question is thi: 
nf tho way In which Christianity is to 
be brought to tho nations. Whether 
I'hurches arc to be planted In their 
nilil.vl. or the figure of a grcit teacher 
i;lven to them.
